n Once thoroughly started the movement usually takes care of itself. 


We have made somewhat of a start toward recovery from the 


recent depression, but considering the situation as a whole, we are 
not moving as fast as we might. One of the restraining influences, 
iu our judgment, is the undue timidity that we manifest toward the 
use of funds that we now have available. According to the last 
statement of the Federal Reserve' System the accumulations of 
gold and reductions of liabilities have pushed the reserves up to a 
69 percent level. The New York Reserve Bank has the absurd 
reserve of 82.4 percent. And beyond this one notices the declines 
in the member-bank reserve balances. The drop recently has been 
43.000,000 dollars. This implies a further decline in the credit ex- 
tended by member banks to their customers. This is the serious 
point in the present business situation. If we wait long enough 
the situation will right itself, but the banker, were he so disposed, 
he could "sell" the idea of prosperity to the whole community and
